PROVISION FOR THE AEBLE-BODIED. 

The Guardians understood the duties de- 
volving upon them in granting outdoor relief, 
is provided in the Poor Law Acts, and the 
provisions of these Acts limited the Guardians 
9 deal with (a) people unable to work for 
their support; (b) wigows with two or more 
children; and (c) able-bodied persons only 
when the workhouse is full and the 
Guardians are unable otherwise to provide for 
them. 

The Guardians respectfully stated that the 
Government of Northern Ireland, having felt 
it incumbent upon them, notwithstanding 
any Poor Law or other powers existing, to 
make provision for able-bodied persons against 
periods of unemployment by raising funds 
contributed by employers, employés and the 
State, should, if they now realise that such 
provision is not adequate to meet the existing 
condition of affairs, proceed to make such 
further arrangements, by Act of Parliament 
if necessary, as will meet the present require- 
ments, and that any such scheme should be 
administered under Government authority, 
and need not necessarily be through the Un- 
employment Fund. The Guardians would 
urge that it is the duty of the Government 
to do so, and respectfully submit that the 
principle of any such scheme should be a fair 
return in work for any payment made. - 

The Guardians regretted to observe that 
no feasible suggestion was offered whereby 
the Board could deal with the increasing 
number of insured persons who, being 
deprived of unemployment benefit by the 
Government, are forced to be applicants for 
outdoor relief. They pointed out that, having 
ascertained that there were classes of the 
community who had not been engaged in 
insurable employment and, therefore, not 
entitled to unemployment benefit, and as 
these people could not be given outdoor relief 
under the Poor Law Acts, the Board applied 
for special powers to deal with such cases, 
so that no deserving section of the community 
should unduly suffer, thus leaving those who 
had been insured to be dealt with by the 
Government,

MAKING A BANKRUPT. 


DERRY CHAMBER AND COURT 
COSTS. 


Chamber of Commerce yesterday the Pres- 
dent, Mr. D. S. Irvine, 0.B.E., J.P., brought 
before the Chamber the matter of a setting 
up of a committee in Belfast to consider 
amendments to the Bankruptcy laws. That 
committee, he said, was composed exclusively 
of Belfast traders and merchants, and no 
ersons from the province had been asked io 
ecome members. 

Mr. Robinson, solicitor for the Employers’ 
Federation, said that the committee would 
sit mext week to hear evidence and receive 
suggestions. The a Federation had 
had the matter under consideration, and 
suggested that the Chamber of Commerce 
was the proper body to take the matter 
up and make representations from the 
merchants of Derry with a view to having 
such changes introduced as would make the 
working of the bankruptcy laws cheaper. 

They considered that the cost of making a 
man bankrupt was entirely out of all pro- 

rtion to what his creditors received out of 
the estate. If the Chamber approved, he 
suggested that a committee should be 
appointed to prepare evidence to put before 
the Bankruptcy Committee in Belfast. It 
should be made impossible for a man to 
start a one-man company and carry on for 
a short time and then lave commitments and 
no assets. As an illustration of the point 
with regard to the cost of bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings he instanced a case in which the 
assets were £400 and the costs of carrying an 
arrangement was £80. 

Senatur Glendinning asked was the matter 

of the constitution of the committee com 
sidered by the Employers’ Federation? 
‘Mr. Robinson said that it was not, but the 
Federation thought that they should take the 
epportunity of going before the committee and 
making suggestions. If they did not do so 
they could not quarrel with any arrangements 
that might be made.

Twibill) stated that since the last meeting a 
very large sleeper boat had come into the 
port with almost 23,000 sleepers for the 
Great Northern Railway. The owners were 
so well pleased with the manner in which 
the boat was handled that she was coming 
back straight, and there were actually three 
more cargoes coming, This was the first 
sleeper boat which had come to the port for 
thirteen years. Hitherto the railway sleepers 
had been coming via Belfast.

CITY COUNCIL’S PROTEST. 

At the meeting of the Derry _ (or- 
pret yesterday, the Mayor (Se%§.or 
Magee) said that he felt it his duty to bring 
before the Council the state of affairs in con- 
nection with the command of the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary. For years this had been ad- 
ministered from Derry, and the arrangement 
seemed to have given satisfaction to all con- 
cerned. They had a county inspector stationed 
in the city, who was responsible for the city 
and county. Latterly these duties had been 
carried out by the City Commissioner, and one 
had only to refer to the remarks of successive 
judges of assize to learn that during the most 
troubled times the country had ever ex- 
perienced the City Commissioner acted with 
the utmost ability and tact. The other day 
a change of policy was announced, the reason 
for which was not easy to find. The result 
was the announcement of the appointment of 
a county inspector, with headquarters in Cole- 
raine. In this the economy of which they 
heard so much was not being practised, for 
there was not the least necessity for such an 
appointment, with its attendant expense. It 
might be suggested that Coleraine was more 
central, but a study of the map would show 
that, except for the places in its immediate 
vicinity, i was no practical saving of time 
in access to any part of the county from Cole- 
raine as compared with Derry. 

The Mayor then moved that a deputation 
be appointed to wait on the Prime Minister, 
or the Minister acting in his absence, for the 
purpose of ong ge the views of the Cor- 
poration upon the subject. i 

Alderman Moore, D.L., in seconding, sáid 
that they had for some time past been com- 
pelled on every occasion to adopt any economy 
that was possible, without, hurt to the welfare 
vf the community generally, and it seemed to 
him that in shifting this office from Derry to 
Coleraine the Government was he far from 

ractising the advice which had been so 
reely offered to them in the past. 

Alderman Meenan supported the motion, 
and said that it would be a great blow to the 
city if they lost the present City Commis- 
sioner. He did not think, if the British 
Government were in control, that this matter 
would ever have been taken into consideration 
for one moment. 

Councillor Bradley said that there were too 
many things going out of Derry lately. . 

Councillor M‘Nulty said that this was the thin 
edge of the wedge from Belfast. They had too 
many inspectors in Belfast and wanted to 
get rid of some of them. They were over- 
manned in Belfast. and they weré giving one 
a job in County Derry. 

Councillor Corbett said that, so far as he had 
learned, Councillor McNulty had hit the nail 
on the head. . 

Alderman Thompson asked was this a new 
office. 

The Mayor replied in the affirmative. 

Alderman Thompson said that surely that 
was false economy if they were creating a new 
office. 

Councillor oa ia want to put Derry 
in the background. 

C ouneillor MeMenamin—They want to shut 
it down altogether. 

Cousin Slamilion said that they had too 
many officials in connection with the Ulster 
Government without having any more. . 

Councillor Caldwell said that he also wished 
to protest against this false econom that was 
being practised at the expense of Derry.

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Miners and Owners. 


Yesterday the miners’ leaders gave their 
answer to the Prime. Minister's proposals 
for peace in the coal industry. As the 
miners insisted upon a national agreement 
and as the colliery-owners rejected it, Mr. 
Baldwin, anxious for an immediate re- 
sumption of work, invoked the principle of 
solvitur ambulando. His plan is that the 
men shall go back to work on a basis of 
district agreements, and that a National 
Arbitration Tribunal shall be established | 
which will review on appeal any settle- 
ment that provides for a longer working 
day. The answer of the Miners’ Execu- 
tive must be regarded as a flat rejection 
of the Government's offer. Mr. A. J. 
Cook and his colleagues declare that “a 
dictated settlement’’ cannot bring peace 
to the mines. They charge the Government 
with breach of faith in its departure from 
the principle of a national agreement, 
which Mr. Churchill accepted in his state- 
ment of the 8th September. They hold 
that the proposed Tribunal would snatch 
the miners’ common interests from the 
protection of their national organisation.

“The mine-workers, ” says the reply, “are 
desirous of an honourable settlement, but 
they will not be coerced into accepting 
terms which they hold to be unjust.” 
In this exceedingly disappointing docu- 
ment there.is only one gleam of- hope— 
a- suggestion of change, conveyed by 
manner, though not by substance, in the 
attitude of the men’s leaders. The letter 
makes a serious attempt to convince the 
public of the justice of the miners’ cause, 
arid bears no trace of Mr, Cook’s vitu- 
perative style. 


Every one oi the parties to this wretched 


and costly controversy has made many | 
blunders. The British Government has 


been feeble when it ought to have been 
firm ; the colliery-owners have taken short 
views when they ought to have taken long 
views; and thus more than one sub- 
stantial opportunity of settlement has 
been lost. The present situation, however, 
is in the main the handiwork of the 
miners’ leaders. Three months after the 
closing of the pits they still refused’ to 
admit the folly of their demand that 
wages must not be reduced by a penny 
or working hours by a minute. Huge 
losses in the industry and the increasiutg 
revolt of their own followers: have  con- 
verted them only now to the admission 
that labour costs must be reduced if the 
industry is to survive. It was fear of 
Mr. Cook's Communist principles and 
bitter experience of his  mischief-making 
pewers which set the colliery-owners’ faces 
against any terms that would keep those 
powers alive. Their. refusal, for these 
reasons, to accept a national agreement 
compelled the Government to incur the 
charge of inconsistency which was thrown 
yesterday at Mr. Baldwin. The owners 
must be-a willing party to any real settle- 
ment, and the Government’s new pro- 
posals seek to “split the difference’’ by 
offering to the miners, on the one hand, 
something less than -.an ~ over-ruling 
national formula and to the owners, on 
the other, something less than the .un- 
challenged validity of district agreements. 
It may not be a satisfactory compromise, 
but the miners’ own methods, more than 
any other factor, have forced the Govern- 
ment to adopt it. In an opposite sense 
to that in which their leaders use the

Ametica’s Debts. 

The City Notes of The Times announce 
the appearance’ of-a highly important 
document in the United States. It is a 
memorandum containing ‘‘an elaborate 
summary of the repudiated indebtedness 
of American States,” which has been pre- 
pared by the Washington State Depart- 
ment, and its publication during the 
present controversy concerning Europe’s 
debts to America is likely to give rise to 
some interesting discussion. The State 
Department’s facts are based on a book 
entitled ‘‘The Repudiation of State 
Debts,” which was published in 1893 by 
Mr. William A. Scott. Since that time 
there has been virtually no change in the 
situation. No attempt has been made to 
recoup the creditors. of the defaulting 
States; and it is most improbable that a 
halfpenny of the borrowed money ever will 
be repaid. The facts of the case, which 
now is of little more than academic 
interest, are simple. Several American 
States between the end of the War of 
Independence and the great financial crisis 
of 1857, borrowed large sums of money 
from other countries. The money was used 
chiefly for the financing of railways and 
other commercial enterprises. In nearly 
every case the State Governments made 
themselves responsible for the loans, either 
directly or by endorsing the bonds of 
private companies; but when the crash 
came in 1837, and afterwards, during the 
period of reconstruction that followed the 
American Civil War, the debts, with few 
exceptions, were repudiated. The pro- 
cedure was easy. Some of the States 
merely passed a law which made the pay- 
ment of principal or interest on their 
debts illegal; Mississippi went so far as 
to submit the matter to a referendum of 
its inhabitants, who naturally voted 
solidly against payment, and the net 
result was that nobody paid anything. 
The total sum of money which has been 
due now for periods ranging from eighty 
to fifty years. amounts to some 77,650,000 
dollars. If an average of sixty years be 
taken, simple interest at five per cent. 
comes to 252,950,000 dollars; therefore, 
the aggregate becomes 310,600,000 dollars. 
or more than £62,000,000. Reckoned at 
compound interest, of course, the amount 
would be very much . greater—at least 
1,000,000 ,000 dollars, or £200,000,000. The 
State Department declares that the 
Federal Government has no responsibility 
for these debts, and that it has ‘‘ no power 
whatsoever ” to enforce their payment by 
individual States. As The Times points 
out, however, this argument is a remark- 
able example of the logical fallacy known 
as petitio principti, because the llth 
Amendment to the American Constitution, 
for which surelv the Federal Government 
has some responsibility, rules as invalid 
any suit which may be brought against a 
State of the Union by citizens either of 
another State or of a foreign country. 
Thus the Federal Government has deprived 
bondholders of their right to proceed 
directly against their debtors, while at the 
same time it disclaims any responsibility 
in the matter. The impoverished States of 
Europe which owe’ money to America on 
account of war loans will 
memorandum with cynical amusement.

Captain René Fonck’s attempt to fly 
from New York to Paris has ended in 
early disaster.

Two of his companions were burned to 
death; but the: legendary . luck: -ef the 
French ‘‘ Ace of Aces;” which saved him 
so often in the war, came to his rescue 
again, and, with his. American assistant, 
he managed to leap clear of the burning 
machine. . The: cause of the accident seems 
to have, been the collapse of one of the 
wheels which were to have -been 
dropped. into .the- sea almost imme-: 
diately: after the start’ of the flight. 
It: was one of those tuifling details that 


escape the most careful’ preparation ;. yet 


it-eaused the deaths of two brave men and 
wrecked .a machine in the construction of 
which: many months of toil and huge sums 
of money had been expended. Captain 
 Fonck,.however, is determined to persevere 
in his intention to cross the *Atlantic by 
air; and it is by meéans of such deter: 
mination. that. man has succeeded in gain- 
ing such a measure of - mastery. over the 
elements.. The science of flying is ad- 
vancing rapidly, but, unhappily, it is 
taking a heavy toll of human life. We

Postal Cheques. . 


An interesting ‘innovation is contem- 
plated by the Post Office authorities in 
Great Britain. Hitherto depositors in 
the Post Office Savings Bank have founda 
certain amount of delay and difficulty in 
the withdrawal. of their money, and 
several public bodies, including the Trades 
Union Congress, have urged the Post- 
master-General to introduce a system of 
postal cheques. It is reported now that 
he has decided to authorise the issue of 
crossed warrants to depositors, which, io 
all intents and purposes, will fulfil. the 
same functions as ordinary cheques. This 
scheme will make. a great difference to 
small depositors, and ought to result in a 
big increase in savings bank business. At 
present there are some 15,000,000 persons 
who have money in the British Post 
Office. Their deposits amount to nearly 
£300,000,000, and the Post Office’s profit 
in 1924 was £4,500,000.. Of course, the 
objection may be raised that facilities for 
payment by warrant will tend to increase 
withdrawals, and consequently to dis- 
courage thrift among the people; but 
depositors, on the other hand, will be 
encouraged to lodge larger sums to their 
credit when they know that they will be 
spared the trouble of withdrawing cash 
when bills fall due. We hope that the 
Free State authorities will watch the 
British experiment carefully. The Post 
Office Savings Bank cffers a splendid 
opportunity for thrift to the Irish people, 
and they ought to be encouraged in every 
possible way to take advantage of it. 
The welcome increase in the sale of 
Savings Certificates shows that the habit 
of thrift on a substantial scale is growing ; 
but the Post Office Savings Bank enables 
the pennies and the shillings to be 
accumulated, and in this way caters for a 
section of the community which has no 
other inducement to save.

IRISH HAWK-MOTHS. 


OUR MOST CURI®US INSECTS. 


By GEOFFREY COULTER. 

Of all insect speviés found in Ireland, uaose 
belonging to the Hawk-Moth family are bv 
far the most interesting to the non-scientific 
observer. Though few in number, they in- 
clude our largest and swiftest-flying insects, 
and present an extraordinary variety in 
colouring in habits. Thirteen species of 
Hawk-Moth have been recorded for Ireland, 
of which, however, only six are at all com- 
mon. The others may be classed as rare 
Visitors. 

The Death’s Head (Acherontia Atroposa) is 
our largest native insect, sometimes attaining 
a wing-expanse of almost half a foot. With 
its bizarre colouring of black, tawny-brown 
and ochre-yellow, and the weird skull and 
crossbones marking on its thorax, it is not 
strange that superstitious peasants regard it 
as the presage of death and disaster. Alone 
of all the moths, it has the power of emitting 
a loud mouse-like squeak. It is reputed to 
rob bee-hives. As an instance of the ex- 
traordinary flying powers of these moths, I 
might mention that, in 1875, a Death’s Head 
alighted on a bale of cabbage on one of the 
Dublin Steam Packet Company’s vessels when 
twenty-five miles from the Irish coast. 

Very different from the sepulchral night- 
loving Death’s Head is the gay Humming- 
Bird Hawk-Moth (Macroglossa Stellatarum) 
which flies only in the brightest sunshine. 
About two inches across the wings, in size 
and colouring it closely resembles a common 
West Indian species of humming-bird. ‘'I'his 
strange resemblance is increased’ by the fact 
that, as it hovers before a blossom, its 
rapidiy-moving wings emit a deep musical 
hum, louder and richer than that of a bee. 
This species may be seen on the wing even 
in mid-winter, provided that the dav be 
sufficiently mild and sunny, : 

The Bee-Hawk-Moth (Macroglossa Bomby- 
liformts) affords another extraordinary in- 
stance of mimicry in nature. As it flits 
from flower to flower it is practically in- 
distinguishable from the common humble bee. 
At rest, however, one may perceive that its 
transparent wings are fringed with reddish- 
brown margins, and its body, of course, is 
very different from that of a bee. 

‘All other species of Hawk-Moth found in 
Ireland are night-flying. Owing to their 
great speed and nocturnal habits, they escape 
notice, but a careful observer may watch 
them, just after sunset, hovering before the 
blossoms of the rhododendron, honey-suckle 
or sweet-scented tobacco plant. Hawk-Moth 
caterpillars of most species are remarkable ‘n 
that they feed by night and burrow into the 
earth by day. Their tail-segment is deco- 
rated with a curious horn, possibly for the 
purpose of intimidating their numerous bird 
and insect foes.

The policy announced by the Government 
en Saturday last has created a new and grave 
and is likely, unless modified 
seriously, to prolong the dispute in the coal 
industry.

BELLEEK WARE. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
POTTERY. 
NS GRA coda H 


_ The coal stoppage in Great Britain has had 
its reactions on one oí Ireland's best- 
known industries—the manufacture oi Parian 
china at Belleek, in Co. Fermanagh. For 
twelve weeks the pottery hands have been 
idle, because there is no Scotch coal to be had 
for the firing of the kilns. Production must 
remain at a stand-still until the coal comes in 
The reputation of Belleek china can- 
not -be risked by the use of any but the coal 
that has been proved to be.the best for the 
purpose. 

The stoppage is unfortunate both for the 
workers and the proprietors of the pottery, 
for never before has there been such a keen 
demand for Belleek ware. : By its lightness of 
body, its rich, delicate cream-like or ivory 
and the glittering iridescence of its 
glaze, it has-forced itself on the aitention of 
people of taste in all the Continents. There 
has been a remarkable boom in the ware 
since the pottery was modernised in its 
methods, two years ago, under the present 
manager, Mr. F. J. Dolan, a young Belleek 
man, who started work there and in later 


years studied the systems in use in some of 


the most up-to-date British potteries, 
MANY NEW DESIGNS. 


The effect of theicoal strike would have 


i been worse tor Belleek but for the fact that 


Mr. Dolan bad accuntulated a large siock of 
the finished ware. and thus has been able to 
fulfil orders during the last twenty weeks. 


The enforced stoppage is the more regrettable 


as there are ready for the kilns a variety of 
new designs which, it is: expected, will lift 
the artistic fame of the pottery even higher. 
Along with Mr. Fred. .J.-Slater, the de- 
signer, Mr. Dolan has created fresh forms of 
the expression of the beauty that is in Belleek- 
made Parian. It was by the exquisite delicacy 
of its tea and dessert services that Belleek 
ware first came to be known to connoisseurs. 
Many advances have been made during the 
seventy years of the pottery’s existence, until 


now the. workers are able to produce dinner 
porcelain of comparatively the same weight as 


the tea set pieces. The dinner services are 


not on the market yet, but the samples sent 


to New York have been received with en- 
thusiasm. Those full services will be fairly 
dear, but there will be nothing made to sur- 
pass them in beauty and utility. 

It is, however, in its basket-plaited de- 
signs that Belleek stands out pre-eminently in 


the whole pottery world. The Belleek potter 


has a secret for the preparation of the clay 
used in plaiting work. There is no mould or 
stamp used in the production of the basket 
effect. The worker plaits the tiny strips of 
clay with his fingers, one over the other. in 
an intricacy of design, to produce that effect 
which is the despair of even the potters of 
Saxony. In the process the characteristic 
transparency of the Belleek porcelain is not in 
the least dimmed. ‘Even the worker who did 
the plaiting cannot tell after the final burning 
in the kiln where he began or where he 
ended. 


SOME FINE SPECIMENS. 

To an Jrish Fimes representative who 
visited the pottery yesterday, Mr. Dolan 
showed some sats é things that have not yet 
been seen in the shops. A hand-woven tray, 
eighteen inches by twenty, is a particularly 
fine example of graceful designing, skilful 
weaving and delicate colouring. Striking 
characteristics of the design are the hexagonal 
centreviece and the interlacing of the edges. 

There are also to be seen in the ware- 
rooms the latest ideas in Belleek tea services 
not yet on the market. One is a shel] design, 
showing a suspicion of pink at the mms and 


lined with the well-known Belleek iridescent 
lustre. The retail price of the set of 21 pieces 


will be about £4. There is a tea service 
with Celtic design, on a brick-red ground, 
copied faithfully in colour from an illuminated 
manuscript. The price will be about £5.

MACHINE DESTROYED 
BY FIRE.

The aeroplane in which Captain Fonck 
Proposed to fly from the United States to 
France, via Ireland, was destroyed by fire 


Yesterday morning, and two members of 


the crew, Jacob Islamoff, the mechanic, 
and Charles Clavier, the wireless operator. 
were killed. Captain Fonck and Lieutenant 
Curtin, the American officer who was ‘to 
accompany him as second pilot, escaped 
by jumping from the burning machine. 


crowd which had assembled at the Mineola 
Aerodrome, Long Island, to cheer Captain 

onck and his companions as they set off on 
their adventurous journey. 

A special “runway,” three-quarters of a 
mile in length, had been constructed, so that 
the huge aeroplane, which weighed about 
twelve tons, would “' get away ” easily. The 
machine dashed along at 65 miles an hour, 
but, instead of rising, fell over the end of the 
‘runway,’ and burst into flames. - Nothing 
could be done to save the mechanic and the 
wireless operator, who were trapped in the 
fusilage. 

LIEUTENANT CURTIN’S STATEMENT. 

A Reuter message from New York contains 
the following statement made by Lieutenant 
Curtin :— 

“The aeroplane was driven at full power. 
She accelerated slowly, reaching a ground 
speed of 65 miles an hour. Threequarters of 
the length of the prepared runway had been 
covered when the left auxiliary wheel col- 
lapsed, at. the same time carrying away ithe 
power rudder. The aeroplane veered to the 
left. but it was impossible to head it on to 
a straight course, and it went over the brink 
at the end of the runway at a speed of about 
60 miles. 

‘When ‘passing over the brink. Captain 
Fonck pulled the control lever in an attempt 
to effect an normal landing. and at the same 
time trottled down the engine. 

‘““TIt seemed to me that the right wheel 
collapsed when the machine cart-wheeled ‘on 
Ms right wing. The petrol tanks were ap- 
parently upturned, for petrol. fumes poured 
down over the exhaust pipe, which was still 
hot. The fire raged more than an hour, dur- 
ing which time it was impossible to reach the 
bodies of the trapped: airmen.’’ 

GAPTAIN FONCK’S VIEW. 

Captain Fonck stated :—' The crash was 
caused by the buckling of a wheel on the extra 
landing gear, which was to have been dropped 
into the ocean as soon as the machine got 
under way. I knew the wheel had crashed, 
but I could neither stop nor rise. It seemed 
to me that the right wheel collapsed when 
the aeroplane cart-wheeled on its right wing.” 

The bodies of the wireless operator and the 
mechanic were removed badly charred from 
the débris three hours after the crash, and 
taken to a mortuary. The ruins had scarcely 
cooled before souvenir hunters descended upon 
them, and scrambled for rivets, scraps of wing 
covering and other fragments, while as the 
news of the accident spread an unbroken line 
of motor cars bearing thousands of. curious 
visitors poured on to the field. 

he mechanic’s parents live in Constanti- 
nople, and it was his desire to join them that 
prompted him to undertake his ill-fated flight. 
He intended upon reaching Paris to work his 
way to the Turkish capital. 


LOAD TOO HEAVY. 


FRENCH EXPERTS FORETOLD 
FATLURE. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

The accident to Captain Fonck’s machine, 
although much regretted.. has caused little 
surprise here, as for weeks past French air- 
men have predicted that the aeroplane was 
too heavy to rise. French preferences for long 
distance machines go to single motor aero- 
planes, constructed as lightly as possible. 
Only this morning a newspaper. published @ 
statement of a technical expert to the effect 
that, theoretically, it was possible to cross the 
Atlantic, but not with the Sikorsky aeroplane. 

The article maintained that the machine’s 
three motors. were unable to lift mote than 
ten tons, but that the total weight of the 
machine exceeded twelve tons, and declared 
that it was a golden rule that an aeroplane 
should not carry more than half the load 
which would strain it to breaking point.— 
(Reuter.) 


CRASH IN ENGLAND. 


AMERICAN OFFICERS’ 
NARROW ESCAPE. 

Two American officers, Major Tinker and 
Commander Burgh, had remarkable escapes 
from death when their aeroplane crashed st 
Whyteleafe, near Caterham, Surrey, yesterday 
afternoon. 

The machine somersaulted and crashed 
after striking some trees, and when it burst 
into flames it was only a dozen yards from 
the edge of a 200 feet deep chalk I 

The pilot managed to scramble clear, and 
was severely burned in rescuing his brother- 
officer. i 

They had been attached to Kenley Aero- 
Jrome for instructional purposes. 

The first man to reach the scene of the 
crash was a’ Mr. A. Lay, who was employed 
in the chalk pit on the fringe of which the 
machine fell. He said when interviewed: “I 
saw the aeroplane sweeping over from the 
direction of the Kenley Aerodrome, and 
stopped to gaze up at it for a moment. To 
my horror I heard the noise of the engine 
cease just as it crossed the railway cutting 
and was almost above the pit. It struck a 
tree on the edge of the sheer upright wall 
of the pit, which is two hundred feet deep, 
and somersaulted over into the corner of the 
field above. There was a loud explosion and 
a big blaze almost immediately. I -rushed 
as fast as I could out of the pit and up the 
hillside to the field. 

“When I got there both airmen were 
staggering about, and the jacket of one was 
alight.”’

THE WRECKED TOWNS. 
DANGER OF EPIDEMICS. 


(From THE PRESS ASsociATION’s SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT.) 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Reports coming from the stricken Florida 
zone reiterate the stories of the utter wreck- 
age of houses and the roads strewn with al! 
kinds of debris. Medical supplies, especially 
tetanus serum, are badly needed in some 
places. Martial law is proving effective in 
most communities. Passengers arriving on 
trains are required towemain aboard until the 
authorities have questioned them. Sanitary 
engineers are being mobilised in an attempt 
to avert epidemics in the entire stretch of the 
devastated area. 

Miami has hardly a dozen homes left un- 
touched by the crushing force of the wind 
and vain. Only a few of the larger hotels, 
business houses, and buildings of modern con- 
struction have escaped without great damage. 

Seven thousand persons formed bread 
queues in Fort Lauderdale vesterday.. Six 
hundred or more were packed into the three 
buildings left by the hurricane, suffering from 
injuries. Twenty of these are not expected 
to survive. The caretakers of the big hotel! 
in Miami Beach opened their doors to the 
populace for refuge when the storm broke, 
thereby greatly reducing the number of 
deaths. 


A TRAINMAN’'S STORY. 

Roy Jackson, an attendant in a Pullman 
coach that was in Miami railway -station 
when the hurricane struck the town, has 
given the following description of his ex- 
perience :— 

“There were three separate storms, and 
it was terrible. You could not see ten feet 


in front of you, and the wind blew so hard }

that it rocked the car like a cradle.

” FORCE’S LOSS. 


TWO OFFICERS KILLED. 


AEROPLANE’S FATAL 
NOSE DIVE.

Second Lieutenant Timothy J. Prender- 
ville, a promising young officer of the 
Trish Free State Air Force, and Lieutenant 
Edward Leo O'Reilly, of the Corps of 
Army Engineers, lost their lives following 
the fall of a Bristol fighter aeroplane 
during the inter-Curragh and Eastern 
Command manceuvres at Hempstown, 
County Wicklow, yesterday. 


A SUDDEN DIVE. 
FALL OF 400 FEET. 


From Our SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
BLESSINGTON, Tuesday Night. 

Mr. Prenderville, who joined the: Air Force 
at its inception, had been piloting one of the 
machines forming the Blue Army flight of 
aeroplanes. With his observer, Mr. O’Reilly, 
who belonged to the Engineers’ establishment 
at the Curragh, but was doing a flying course 
with the Army Air Force, he had as pilot 
actively participated in the mancuvres with 
the invading Blue Force. All through the 
forenoon and afternoon their machine had 
harassed the defending Red Army, and a few 
minutes before five o’clock this afternoon they 
located strong Red forces at Hempstown, 
adjacent to the main road from Blessington 
to Dublin. 

With the view. it appeared, of bombing the 
enemy forces, they brought their machine 
to the low altitude of four hundred 
feet. Several times the machine circled 
round the position, when suddenly. it fell to 
the ground in a steep nose-dive, with the 
éngines still going. The machine was badly 
damaged, and officers and men who rushed 
to the assistance of the aviators helped 
them out of the machine. Lieutenant 
Prenderville was the more seriously injured 
of the two officers, having sustained very 
severe wounds to the head and eyes. He 
succumbed to his injuries shortly afterwards, 
but. not before he had received the Last 
Sacraments from the two Army chaplains to 
the forces who are taking part in the 
mancuvres. The remains of the deceased 
Officer were at once removed to St. Bricin’s 
Hospital, Dublin. Lieutenant O’Reilly was 
also taken there, but he died from his injuries 
before he reached it. 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE ON THE SCENE. 

Shortly after the accident President Cos- 
grave, who had been present at the manceuvres 
during the whole of the dav, and Mr. Peter 
Hughes, Minister for Defence, and Mr. Eamonn 
Duggan. T.D.. visited the scene where the 
damaged machine and the dead officers’ 
equipment lay in the centre of a field, 
scarcely a hundred yards from the main 
road, and only a short distance from a farm- 
house, I spoke to both Ministers subse- 
quently, and they expressed their deep re- 
gret at the accident, and deep sympathy with 
the relatives and brother officers of the de- 
ceased aviators. 

“ Frenderville,”” said Mr. Hughes, “ was 
a most promising ‘young officer, with an ex- 
cellent record as a pilot, and a bright future 
before him in the Air Force. O’Reilly, too, 
was making good in an arm of the service 
new to him. He had great ability, and would 
most certainly have done well.” 


PREVIOUS ACCIDENTS. 

Mr. Hughes recalled the accident of last 
September, when, at the Curragh manceuvres, 
Major Moloney was killed in a collision with 
a tree. Occurrences of the kind, he re- 
marked, were very. rare in the Irish Air 
Force. Altogether there had been only three 
since the arm was established. - . 

Jaeutenant Prenderville, who was only 23, 
and a native of Newtownsandes. Co. Kerry, 
was a very popular officer. who. since he 
joined the Air Force, had evinced the keenest 
uiterest in all questions relating to aviation. 

‘There were few of the tricks of the 
game,’ as one of his comrade officers said to 
nie this evening, “ that he did not know. He 
was a genial companion, too, and we shall 
miss him very much. Young O'Reilly had 
not been long with us; but we recognised in 
kim a fiving officer who would add _ prestige 
Lo the Air Force. We shall miss him badly, 
too.’ 


THE ROARING ENGINES. 

Another officer spoke to me of the acci- 
dent. ‘‘ It did not appear clear to us what 
had happened,” he remarked. *‘ The Bristol 
Fighter came down very low and circled 
round—!I could hear the heavy hum of the 
engines—as if he was watching for an oppor- 
tunity of bombing the Red lines. Suddenly 
she nose dived, the engines still roaring, into 
the earth. That was the end. There is no 
peint jn theorising as to what came over 
the occupants 5bf the machine. That we 
snall probably never know. It is enough that 
we have lost two splendid voung officers.”

FRENCH GOVERNMENT'S 
ATTITUDE. 
"ARIS, Tuesday. 

The official communiqué which was issued 
at the conclusion of the Council of Ministers 
held this morning, without enlightening the 
public as to the nature of M. Briand’s con- 
versations with Herr Stresemann, could not be 
clearer as regards the Government's attitude 
on the subject. In the first place, the Go- 
vernment declares itself unanimous as to their 
interest; secondly, it considers that they 
should be continued; and, thirdly, it is pre- 
pared to study the technical questions arising 
out of the negotiations. 

The communiqué effectively cuts short 
rumours to the effect that dissensions already 
had arisen in the Cabinet, and at the same 
time disposes of the too optimistic \ views 
which regarded an agreement between M. 
Briand and Herr Stresemann as virtually 
reached by admitting that a further Cabinet 
meeting will be necessary in order to examine 
the plan.

MEXICAN CHURCH

TROUBLE IN CATHOLIC 
RANKS OVER BILL. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
MEXICO CITY, Tuesday. 

The Bill ‘prepared by the Catholic 
Episcopate asking for reforms in the laws 
governing the Church, which has been 
ormally presented to Congress, is being 
studied- immediately by a special committee 
and by members of the Senate and Deputies, 
who want to get the religious question out 
of the way. Meanwhile the Bill has been 
presented to all the State Governors and 
‘egislatures for study, since a majority of the 
States must assent to the changes in the 
Constitution required by the Bill.. 

Notwithstanding some promise of tha 
political parties, and the encouragement of 
the Bishops. Catholic Mexico to-day has 
little hope that the bill will meet even with 
moderate success. The bill itself seems io 
have come near making a split in the Catholic 
ranks, and there are stories in the street that 
Monsignor Pascnai Diaz, Secretary of the 
Episcopate, has gone over the side seeking 
peace, and was chief active agent in the pre- 
sentation of the bill to Congress. 

Catholic deputies from the States of Pueblo 
have undertaken to father the bill in Con- 
gress. A lively fight between the Catholics 
and the Radicals in Congress is expected.

The Berlin Correspondent of The Times. 
in a telegram. yesterday, says :—In connection 
with the talk of extend the proposed 
Berlin-Marseilles-Barcelona-Madrid air line 
to Seville, to join up with an airship service 
between Seville and Buenos Ayres, the 
Zeppelin Airship Works at Friedrichshaven 
state that a scheme has been under considera- 
tion since 1920, when Dr. Eckener, the 
Zeppelin designer, visited Madrid. A company, 
called the Colon Company, had been formed 
by the Spanish interests and by the Zeppelin 
firm to investigate possibilities. The scheme 
was delayed for several years, mainly by 
political conditions; but the removal of the 
restrictions on German aircraft construction, 1 
combined with the successful Transatlantic 
flight of the Zeppelin R 3, has led those con- 
cerned to proceed with it. 
It is understood at Friedrichshaven that 
the Spanish Government has decided, as 
far as it is concerned, to grant the 
concession to the Colon Company, together 
with a subsidy of 300 miilion pesetas, spread 
over five years. The approval of the Argen- 
tine Government will, of course, be neces- 
sary. It is proposed to run the Seville-Buenos 
Ayres line, roughly, 6,200 miles, with Zeppe- 
jin airships of 135,000 cubic metres capacity, 
not 150,000, as was originally intended. The 
ZKR3 (L7 126) was 70,000. It is estimated 
that the journey will take four and a half 
days, compared with the twenty days now 
taken by fast steamers, and it is proposed to 
make twelve double journeys in the vear. 
The yearly subsidy from the Spanish Go- 
vernment would be six million pesetas, so 
that the company could reckon on 500,000 
pocenis for every irip to South America and 
yack. Jt is understood that by the terms of 
the Spanish Government's pffer the service is 
te be opened, at the latest, in three years’ 
time.

COMMISSION. 


LIVELY DISCUSSION 
GENEVA. 
GENrVA, Tuesday. 

A »rolonged and animated discussion took 
place in one of the Committees of the League 
of Nations this afternoon which may well 
be described as “a storm in a teacup,” as 
it ended in everybody being in agreement. 

Lhe discussion arose over an attempt by 
Dr. Nansen to get the Assembly to intervene 
between the Council and one of its organs— 
namely, the Mandates Commission, which is 
an independent body—with reference to the 
vexed question of the hearing of petitioners 
from mandated territories and concerning the 
questionnaires addressed by the Mandates 
Commission to the mandatory Powers. 

it will be remembered that these matters 
were the subject of criticism at the recent 
sitting of the Council of the. League. 

M. de Juvenel (France), a former High 
Commissioner in Svria, expressed the view 
that the action of the Mandates Commission 
had tended to prolong the Syrian revolt. He 
added that Dr. Nansen, by his proposal, was 
endangering the League of Nations. 

Mr. J. G. Latham (Australia) paid a tribute 
to the Mandates Commission and opposed Dr. 
Natsen’s suggestion. 

Finally, the Chairman, M. de Brouckére 
(Belgium), stilled the “storm ” by proposing 
that the Drafting Committee should draw up 
a resolution which would meet with general 
agreement. This course was approved by 
every body.—(Reuter.)

THE DAY’S OPERATIONS. 


HEAVY FIGHTING. 
From Our Spectra, REPRESENTATIVE. 
BLESSINGTON, COUNTY WICKLOW, 
Tuesday Night. 
When the ‘‘ Cease fire’’ sounded last even 
invading Biue Army, with Dublin - 


sentries alert and outposts in position, the 
left wing of the force resting near Kilteel, 
and the right flank close to Kilbride.

Finding his 
flank threatened to-day, the Blue Army Com- 
mander, Colonel Austin Brennan, diverted to 
the danger point from Kilteel five armoured 
cars and about, six hundred infantrymen. 
These were brought bv a circuitous route 
from Edestown Cross,.through Deerpark and 
Blessington, and thence north-east to tiemps 
town, where the advancing Red forces were 
engaged. At this point during the entire 
afternoon, and for a considerable distance 
along the Brittas-Blessington road there was 
heavy rifle and machine-gun exchanges of fire 
between the forces 


THE CYCLIST PLATOON. 

In a determined effort to outflank the ad 
vancing Red left, a platoon of Blue cyclists 
were sent out to hold the ford half a mile 
south of Ballyward Bridge on the River 
Liffey. the country round about being strongly 
held by the Red troops.. The cyclists did 
their work very thoroughly. While awaiting 
the arrival of infantry reinforcements for the 
ettack, the evclist detachment did useful > 
connaisance work along the ground, and dis- 
covered at Ballyward Bridge several Red 
armoured cars. For many weary and anxious 
hours the Blue cyclist commander waited fo: 
reinforcements, but none came. Had the 
Reds known of the weakness of the positi 
ai this sector, they might easily have en 
circled the unfortunate cyclists and mace 
them prisoners. 

The Reds, it appeared, did not appreciate 
the #situation sufficiently, and the reinforce: 
ments ultimately arrived, to the intense- relief 
of the cyclist commander and his men. With: 
the Blue reserves brought up into the line 
was an armoured Lancia car, nicely camou 
flaged in many shades of green fohage. This 
car..was placed at the. ford, a strateg! 
cal point of great value. shortiv 
after it had been got into position arrives 
in a motor car Mr. Peter Hughes, Minister 
for Defence. and Mr. Eamon Duggan, T.D., 
who decided to await developments at th» 
rear of the Lancia. Around the bend ort 
the road. from the direction of the Red 
stronghold at Ballvyward Bridge, came a 
double-turretted ‘‘Peerless’’’ armoured car, 
with machine guns ominous!v protruding from 
all sides. All the elements for a stand-up 
fight between these engines of war were 
present, but no fight took place, ana the 
Minister for Defence and his compamions, as 
well as the Pressmen and camera men present, 
were sadly disappointed. 


WHY THE ARMOURED CAR 
RETIRED. | 

The giant. ‘Peerless’? car came bumper 
ing, staggering almost, round the bend of! 
the road, unseen by the lighter blue Lancia, 
and unaware of the presence of the enemy. 
He halted, however, before coming into com 
plete view, and finally decided to retire a 
short distance along the road. Yo the on 
looker the .conduct of the big “ Peerless 
seemed inexplicable. Might and a prepon- 
derance of guns was on his side; the smaller 
Lancia car could have stood up but a briet 
time against such a superior force. 

The secret of the matter I discovered later, 
when a white paper on the ground announced 
that the -oad had been mined! Not even an 
armoured car can withstand a road mine with 
many pounds of gelignite.

sentations from the Mining Association, and 
in defiance of the Commission’s report, the 
Gcvernment passed legislation depriving the 
mine-workers of their statutory rights to a 
seven-hour day. Now, in response to repre- 
sentations from the same quarter, and con- 
trary, not only to the Government s report, 
but to the Government’s own explicit de- 
claration, it is proposed to abandon national 
negotiations and national agreements. 

‘Such a proposal, in sharp contradiction 
as it is with the statement made by the Chan- 
cetlor of the Exchequer, carries its con- 
demnation on its face. The Miners’ Federa- 
tion is reluctant to believe that it can repre- 
sent the considered judgment of the Govern- 
ment. It has no desire to enter into useless 
recriminations, but m the event of the 
stoppage being prolonged by the attempts to 
force the mine-workers back into district 
agreements, the responsibility for its con- 
tinuatice should be placed upon the shoulders 
of the Government and the mine-owners. 

‘* Even now, however, the Federation hopes 
that wiser counsels may prevail. In spite of 
what has passed, it adheres to its state- 
ment of September 3, that it is prepared to 
enter into negotiation for a new national 
agreement with a view toa reduction in 
labour costs to meet the immediate necessi- 
ties of the industry. It must maintain the 
principie of national necotiations and agree- 
ments, because experience has shown that in 
the ahsence of snch common agreements 
governing the industry as a whole, the effect, 
must be, in the words of the Commission, to 
expose the standards of che more efficient and 
prosperous areas on which the future of the 
eountry rest to undermining by the weaker 
areas. Further, it would point out that the 
suggestion that a settlement ‘will be accele- 
rated 1f negotiations are begun in the districts 
is devoid of foundation. The inevitable re- 
suit of throwing the task of negotiating terms 
on to twenty-four districts without any 
guidance by a central body must be to multi 
ply points of friction, many of which would 
not have arisen had the principles 
embodied in any settlement been determined 
'n advance by a national authority. 

‘The mine-workers are desirous of an 
honourable settlement, Lut they will not be 
coerced into accepting terms which they hold 
to be unjust, and which the Commission de- 
clared to be injurious to the industry. 

‘‘A dictated settlement, such as is desired 
by the mine-owners, will be precarious, in- 
sincere and short-lived. If a genuine and 
lasting peace is te be achieved, it must rest 
on a irank recognition of the fact that, what- 
ever the difference between districts, the 
miners of Great Br.tain form a single body, 
with common interests, and that they are 
entitled to insist that those interests shall 
continue to be protected bv their national 
orgamisation,’’

THE CO-OPERATIVE 
FACTORY SYSTEM. 


HOW TO MEET DANISH 
COMPETLUTPION. 


A hope that the pig industry of Great 
Britain will in course of time come into 
its own is expressed in the report published 
to-day of a Bobinittie of Investigation ap- 
pointed by the National Farmers’ Union on 
the co-operative bacon factory industry. The 
report is divided into a number of chapters 
dealing with the history and working of 
existing factories, capitalisation, factory ad- 
ministration, factory equipment and technique, 
supplies and selling. Each of these subjects 
is discussed at some length. e 

With regard to capitalisation, the Commit- 
tee point out that they cannot too strongly 
urge tho view that new schemes should not be 
started until the required capital is assured, 
as insufficiency of capital spells disaster. 

FACTORY ADMINISTRATION. —. 

In the chapter devoted to factory admint- 
stration, the Committee say that they look 
upon committee control as inseparable from 
ownership on a co-operative basis, but they 
recommend that at each factory executive 
authority and administrative responsibility 
should be vested in a small executive com- 
mittee of not more than five members, who 
should be chosen for their business expe- 
rience. The general committee should funt- 
tion as an advisory council. In view of the 
importance of a sound buying policy and of 
the desirability of inspiring confidence in 
members in this important respect, the fixing 
of weekly prices for pigs should devolve on a 
prices sub-committee elected by the Executive 
Committee from its own members. Such sub- 
committee should, they suggest, consist of 
two members, who would co-opt the manager 
as a third, 

“ Finally,” add. the Committee, “ as a re- 
sult of our investigations into. factory ad- 
ministration, and while we are not. satisfied 
that the maximum efficiency has yet been 
reached, we see nothing inherent in the co- 
operative method of organisation to prevent 
co-operative bacon factories from attaining a 
sufficiently high standard of efficiency to en- 
able them to work at a profit for their mem- 
bers, while providing an outlet for their 
members’ pigs at prices equal to those offered 
elsewhere.’”’ 

THE DANISH COMPETITION. 

Referring to the British bacon mdustry as 
a whole, the Committee say that if a policy 
could be adopted that would lead to substan- 
tial development of the British bacon in- 
dustry, it is obvious that the only way to 
compete successfully with Danish bacon would 
be by working on the most economical basis. 
If the British bacon industry is content to 
confine its future development within the 
limits offered by the potential market for dry- 
cured bacon, then, no doubt, those curers who 
employ the dry-cure method will be well ad- 
vised to stick to it, but the Committee fail 
to see low there can be any substantial ad- 
vance into the field occupied by the Danish 
product—a product. which, apparently, suits 
the taste of a large section of the consuming 
public—-without recourse to the cheaper pro- 
cess. 

Suggestions are also made as to the best 
methods of selling, and the Committee con- 
clude their report with this expression of 
opinion :—‘‘ In view of the fact that English- 
curing establishments, both co-operative and 
non-co-operative, are not on the average 
utilised to more than half their full capacity, 
we do not recommend any general extension 
of curing facilities for the time being; but 
we look forward to the time when further 
facilities will be necessary, and the pig in- 
dustry of this country, fostered by an en- 
lightened and co-ordinated policy both. of 
production and marketing, will come into its 
own.”

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FIREMAN’S DEATH. 


VERDICT IN SHANNON 
ACCIDENT. 

At the resumed inquest in Limerick yester- 
day on James Shinners, .Newport, a fireman 
employed by the contractors for the Shannon 
scheme, Siemens Bau Union, the jury returned 
a verdict that the deceased man died from 
shock, due to being scalded, and added a 
rider expressing the opinion that there was 
negligence on the part of his employers. The 
jury tendered sympathy to the relatives. 

Shinners was trapped when an engine 
toppled over after running off the rails at 
O’Brien’s Bridge, and was scalded by escaping 
steam. He died on the way to Limerick. 

Evidence was given yesterday by Michael 
Rainsford, an engine driver, who said that he 
was in charge of an engine of which the de- 
ceased man was fireman, and which was 
travelling from Parteen Bella to O’Brien’s 
Bridge. There were fifteen empty wagons 
attached to the engine. There were on the 
footplate another driver named Halloway and 
a German engineer. i 

On passing over the points at a speed of a 
mile an hour the engine bumped and toppled 
over. The witness jumped clear, and the next 
thing he saw was Shinners and Hálloway 
being taken out, both having been badly 
scalded by escaping steam írom the injunction 
pipe. 

In his opinion the accident was due to the 
sinking of the rails. 

Replying to Mr. M. Tynan, solicitor (for 
the next-of-kin), the witness said that he had 
been driving only since the previous day, and 
Halloway was on the footplate to instruct 
him. Since the accident the rails had been 
rectified. 

By Mr. Dodds (for Siemens Bau Union)— 
He had previously driven over that road. As 
far as he knew, none of the roads there was 
in perfect condition, but he made no com- 
plaint of that. i 

Herbert Lietke, a German engineer, stated 
that he was on the footplate-of the engine. 
which, as it approached the points, was 
travelling at less than ten- miles an hour. 
When crossing the points the front wheels of 
the engine left the metal, and the engine fell 
over on the left side. The witness threw him- 
self off, and then saw volumes of steam issuing 
from the gauge, which burst. He could not 
Say what caused the engine to leave the fails. 
He was surveying operations from the foot- 
plate, on which he had permission to ride. 

Peter Hayes, brakeman, stated that. the 
engine was travelling slowly, carrying fourteen 


empty wagons. He saw it leave the rails and 
topple over.

PROGRESS. 


ENGINEERS’ VISIT TO 
THE WORKS. 


“FALRLY BEWELLDPERED.” 
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From OUR SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. - 


LIMERICK, Tuesday. 

The Shannon Power Works continue to re- 
present one of the sights of the ‘‘ City of 
the Violated Treaty.” The historic Treaty 
Stone no longer exerts the potent power of 
attraction that it did in the immediate past. 
To-day the visitor, unless he is a commercial 
traveller, visits Limerick for one reason, and 
one reason only—namely, that he knows it 
to be less than twenty minutes’ journey by 
road from Ardnacrusha, 

Fame, it seems, has come to Ardnacrusha 
overnight. Within the last six or seven 
months it has attracted visitors from many 
parts of the world, As for the home folk, 
meaning the men, women and children of 
Limerick, Ennis, and intermediate towns and 
villages, they arrive by the score on Stnday 
afternoons. 

TECHNICIANS’ TOUR. 

To-day. has: ben the technicians day, for 
between 50 and 60 members of the [Irish 
Centre of the ‘Institution of Electrical 
Engineers, and of the 
Scientific Association of Ireland have just: re- 
turned to Limerick after a very exhaustive 
tour. of the area which the scheme embraces. 
The tour, it should be explained, was 
arranged. by the. committees of the two 
organisations after consultation with the De 
partment of Industry and Commerce. : 

Leaving Dublin yesterday evening, the 
arty travelled by sepcial saloon coach from 
incsbeides, and on arrival in Limerick last 
night were met by Dr, Sothman and Pra. 
fessor Rishworth, general consulting engineers 
to the Government. Local hotel accommoda- 
tion was strained to a not inconsiderable ex- 
tent of its total capacity by the visitors, and 
extraneous arrivals by the same train were 
still roaming the streets in search of a night’s 
shelter when it wanted less than half an hour 
of midnight. 

This morning .the visiting engineers 
were early astir, and at 9. o'clock 
they were on their way to Ardnacrusha in 
four~ Daimler char-a-bancs, on a road that 
might have been better. ‘The members of the 
party dismounted from the cars at Ardna- 
crusha, and proceeded on foot through the 
fields to the hive of industry which they 
had already seen from the road. 


INSPECTION OF THE WORKS. 

It was an interesting tour that followed, 
and seldom have Professor Rishworth and 
Dr. Sothman and their associates had a more 
interested audience. What one met most fre 
quently during the afternoon's inspection of 
the works were notice boards insinuating alt 
sorts of dangers to limb and life. ‘‘ Peril,”’ 
‘* Caution,”’ *‘ Beware,’’ they said in lettering 
of the most fearsome size. Kverywhere one 
feared lurking death, and in the power-house 
ths sudden touch of an acquaintance on one’s 
shoulder inspired a momentary panic. The 
frequency of these suggestions of death or 
paralysis was only equalled by the many 
proclamations, notices and intimations of acts 
that are Ver/oten in this area of toil. One, 
at all events, which to-day’s party most 
solemnly disregarded was that which said 
Rauchen Verboten (smoking forbidden). ‘To 
see the first intrepid pipe full blast was, how- 
ever, to have one’s confidence restored, at 
least, to some extent, since no outraged 
electrical deity seemed disposed to do sum- 
mary violence to the person of the offender. 

Having smoked their way through the 
power-house. and the workmen’s huts, the 
visitors entered the men’s recreation hall and 
sui" an interesting film of hydroelectric 
work in the Black Forest, Germany. They 
were then formally welcomed to the works 
on behalf of the Minister of Industry and 
Commerce by Professor Rishworth, who pro- 
ceeded to deliver an exceptionally informative 
address on the civil engineering details of the 
Shannon scheme, 

The party spent another hour or two watch- 
ing excavation and other operations, and had 
Finally 
they visited Clonlara and O’Brien’s Bridge, 
and returned to Limerick feeling, as one of 
them expressed it afterwards, in much the 
Same position as one who had spent an hour 
“doing” Wembley, and was “fairly be- 
wildered by how much, and yet how little, he 
had seen.” At all events, they left the 
power works proclaiming their intention of 


making a subsequent sectional tour’ of the 
works, 


THE DINNER. 

In the evening the visitors sat down to 
dinner at the Royal George Hotel, where Dr. 
Sothman delivered an address on the develop- 
ment of the River Shannon, dealing more par- 
ticularly with the details of the hydraulic 
anu generating part of the scheme. Two 
things, he declared, that should be given 
freely and as cheaply. as possible to the 
people of every country were light and 
power. He had no doubt whatever of 
the success of the Shannon scheme, 
but the wholehearted co-operation of 
the community, and more particularly, 
Of: course, -the co-operation of the 
engineering socteties should be forthcoming. 
He went on to recount the part played by him 
In the’ electrification of the Province of 
Ontario, and suggested that it was an example 
for the Free State. 

The Shannon scheme, he concluded, amidst 
applause, would prove to be something that 
would make the world “ sit up’’ and take 
notice of Ireland. 

Mr. G. Sillar, the senior member of the In- 
stitution of Electrical Engineers (Irish 
Centre), in proposing a vote of thanks to Dr. 
Sothman, assured him that the Institution 
would be behind anything that was for the 
benefit of Ireland. 

Among those who supported the vote of 
thanks were Mr. 8. T. Scbieata: President of 
the Engineering and Scientific Association of 
Ireland, and Mr. R. N. Tweedy, ex-Chairman 
of the Canals and Waterways Commission. 


TEN YEARS HENCE. 

Mr. Tweedy said that he believed with Dr. 
Sothman that. the probability was that ten 
years hence the total output of the scheme 
would be required by the Free State. The 
country was coming in on a wave of progress 
electrically. It had a good deal of leeway to 
make up, but a lot of it was going to be made 
up now. The conditions of life in Ireland had 
improved extraordinarily. It was to be seen 
from small things. One of the first results of 
the Shannon scheme had been entirely to alter 
the appearance of Limerick: The streets, they 
had noticed, were well paved, the people well 
dressed, and generally the whole atmosphere 
of the place was changed, an indication that 
the Shannon scheme had begun its beneficent 
work. It was not a sort of gold rush pros- 
perity ; all the signs were that they were ap- 
proaching a different era, and he believed that 
psychologically it was the right time to em- 
bark on the Shannon scheme. (Applause. )- 

Mr. J. H. Shaw, Chairman of thre Institu- 
tion of Electrical Engineers (Irish Centre), 
conveyed the vote of thanks, which was 
passed with acclamation.

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR’ 


EX-SERVICE MEN’S HOUSES. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

m,—The Duke of North rland in a 
letter to T'he 7'imes appeals for funds to pro- 
vide clothes for destitute ex-Service men in 
Southern Ireland. As his action shows a 
desire to help the ex-Service men, may I, on 
behalf of these ex-Service men, appeal to His 
Grace to urge the Government, of which he is 
a member, to carry out the promises the 
British Government made to these men in 
1915-]918T I shall state the ease as briefly as 
possible, and may I add that documentary 
proof is available of what I state? 

1. In 1915 recruiting officers. were told to 
inform prospective recruits that a bill would 
be put through Parliament to give them a 
house and land when the war was over, 

2: These promises were faithfully carried 
out as far as Parliament was concerned, and 
the words of the bill are as follow :—‘‘ To 
provide a house and plot of land not to 
exceed two acres for any man who served in 
i Navy, Army, Air Force in the Great 
Var.”’ 

3. To show what the intentions of the 
British Government were when the Act was 

assed to meet these promises, [I give the 
own evidence, of which there is ample 
proof :—I was Chairman of Field-Marshal Lord 
French's ‘Advisory Committee for County 
Tipperary in. 1920. Housing of ex-Service 
men was the chief work. of my Committee. 
Almost: every man who put in an application 
for a house was promised one. In my village 
and @istrict ‘there are over forty houses, all 
finished. In Nenagh some fifty houses were 
built, and ground was bought by the Govern- 
ment for more, but is now abandoned. In 
Roscrea some twelve houses were built and 
foundations started for more, and never 
finished. 

4. When the Treaty was signed the number 
of houses in all Ireland was cut down to some 
5,600 odd, to divide among over 200,000 Irish 
ex-Service men who had returned from the 
war. The ex-Service men then had ‘few to 
fight for their rights. The Free State Govern- 
ment, as we all know, had serious troubles of 
their own, and were not then in a position to 
know that cutting down the number of these 
houses. was a distinct breach of faith with 
both the ex-Service men, North and South, 
and with both the Irish Governments, who 
would have been relieved of the cost of build- 
ing houses—-as they must—-for their ex-soldier 
citizens. May I ask what had the Treaty to 
do with breaking promises made in 1915 and 
confirmed by Act of Parliament? 

5. A deputation went to London in 1922 
and received promises that the matter would 
be reconsidered. 

6. A Trust was formed-after long delay in 
1924, consisting of five members—two . for 
North of Ireland, two for the South, and one 
to represent the British Government, a Trea- 
sury paid official, now Chairman of the Trust. 
We were told that we would get £1,500,000 
to finish the houses remaining to be built on 
January Ist, 1924. Nothing was done in the 
way of building up to July, 1924, when the 
Trust got a letter from the Treasury saying 
that they could only give us £1,250,000. I 
voted against accepting this reduced amount, 
and eventually got it increased to £1,200,000, 
still protesting against what I considered a. 
great breach of faith. 

7. The Free State Government asked for 
an inquiry into the working of the Trust, my 
co-trustee and I heartily agreeing to the 
necessity of an inquiry. The representatives 
of the British Legion at the annual conference 
in London—over 500 delegates—unanimously 
passed a resolution in favour of our inquiry. 
I offered the Secretary to the Dominions £100 
towards the expenses of inquiry, and it was 
refused, This offer of mine still remains 
open. 

May I suggest that the Duke of North- 
umberland would be doing a real and lasting 
benefit to the ex-soldier, North and South of 
Ireland. if he could get his Government to 
grant this inguiry to cover the fóllowing :— 

1. (a) What was promised to the Irish ex- 
soldier f 

(b) What has he got or will get? 

2. By what right was the £1,500.000, 
promised in writing in 1924, eut down? 

ó. Was the Trust run on business lines 
from its start in 1924? 

May I add, as a citizen of the Free State. 
that I consider that the sum of £7 ,000,000 
would not carry out the promises made to 
these men—a far larger sum than. we have to 
pay the British Government nnder the Border 
Treaty? It may be asked why I do not send 
these particulars direct to the Duke of 
Northumberland. My answer is that I was 
one of..the. officers who,. uader instructions 
from the War Office, made these promises to 
the men in public; and I now wish these 
same men to know that, as far as I am con- 
cerned, I am leaving nothing undone to have 
these promises carried out.— Yours, etc..

TAXATION OF INDUSTRY. 


In the course of a letter Sir John. Irwin 
writes from Newhrook Paper Mills, Rath- 
farnham, Co. Dublin :— 

'“ You mention that the revival of Irish 
industries figures prominently in the Free 
State’s programme, Programmes minus per- 
formance serve no useful purpose. Industries 
possessing in themselves potential value are 


either becoming extinct or struggling» for 
existence. How long, may I ask, is this con- 


dition of things to continue, and what is to 
become of the generation now growing up 
if, in addition to agriculture, there are no 
industries (textile or other) to absorb the 
young men and women of this countrv? We 
have had a fiscal inquiry, departmental in- 
quiries, and now we are to have a ‘lariff 
Commission before the (Covernment has 
defined its own policy on the question of 
protection for Irish industries. 

“What, may I inguire, is to become of 
the workers now engaged on the Shannon 
electrical, beet sugar and building schemes 
when these have been completed? Some 
people appear. to imagine that new industries 
will grow up all over the country, like 
mushrooms in a night, when electrical energy 
is available from the Shannon. Some of us 
older folk know by experience that, while 
an ample and cheap supply of electricai 
energy is a valuable asset to any country, it 
is not everything, nor do we believe that it 
would counteract the dumping of manufac- 
tured goods by Continental countries from 
which Irish manufacturers have at present to 
obtain supplies. of steam coal of inferior 
quality at exorbitant prices.”

Condition of Graveyard.—When the County 
Donegal Board of Health received a com- 
plaint regarding the unsatisfactory condition 
of the Seetunny burial ground, the Chairman 
(Mr. E. Gallen) said that surely the local 
people could not expect the Board to look 
after graves. ‘That was a matter for the re- 
latives of the dead. The Board would see to 
the erection of an enclosure; but were not 
going to turn out landscape gardens. 

Lack of Housing Accommodation.—ihe 
County Donegal Board of Health received a 
letter from the Donegal St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, urging the provision of housing 
accommodation for about a dozen families 
living in insanitary dwellings in Donegal 
town. Mr. F. Gallagher gave notice that he 
would move that they request the Local 
Government Ministry to have at least twenty 
working-class houses built in or near Donegal 
town. He said that with the Government 
grant the total cost of each house would be 
£230. Mr. W. J. Doherty, the Board's archi- 
tect, said that the cost would be over £300, 
plus the Government grant. Mr. Gallagher 
agreed that in the circumstances it would be 
better to adjourn consideration of the matter 
for two. months in order to make further in- 
quiries.

THE NEW RULES. 


CAREFUL STUDY BY LAWYERS 
SUGGESTED. 

The new Rules of Court, which come into 

operation on the Ist October, should be 

studied by every practitioner carefully, states 

“The Irish Law Times and Solicitors’ 

Journal.” All ex. parte applications in 


in future to the Master of the High Court. 
It will be necessary to fill up a form of 
motion docket, which can be obtained in the 
offices before making any such application, 
Order 13 of the Rules provide that certain 
applications to the Master formerly made 
ex parte to the Court shall now be nade cn 
notice of motion, such as orders for dis- 
covery of documents, etc. 

The former ex parte applications in Probate 
matters will also be made to the Master, who 
will sit during Term time from day to day for 
all such applications. It is understood that 
any such applications may be made as and 
from October 3rd next. Solicitors will have 
audience in all these matters, but in cases of 
any difficulty the Master has power to certify 
for the attendance of counsel. : 

All judgments to be marked in default of 
appearance shall, as heretofore, be marked

‘of the Central Office, but all summonses to 
which an appearance has been entered shall, 
in the first instance, come before the Master. 
It would appear that in the case of a 
summary summons the defendant is not 
entitled to file any pleading without an order 
from a judge. 


CIRCUIT COURT RULES. 

The Circuit Court Rules, continues the 
Journal, cannot possibly come into operation 
until after Christmas, and in any proceed- 
ings taken in the High Court which could 
have been taken in the District Court or 
Circuit Court the only costs recoverable by 
the plaintiff would be the analagous costs in 
the District Court or Circuit Court respec- 
tively. 

Various physical changes have been made 
in the Courts of Justice at Dublin Castle. 
and a Central Office has been constituted of 
the fourteen different. offices mentioned in 
Order 34 of the Rules. This should, after a 
short time, effect simplicity in procedure and 
convenience to _ solicitors. The distinction 
between common law and equity matters is 
entirely discontinued, and all summonses of 
whatever nature shall be issued out of the 
same office. 


PRACTITIONERS AND THE RULES. 
The new Rules for the District Courts and 
High Courts were under consideration at a 
largely attended meeting of the members of 
the Dublin Circuit and District Court Bar 
Association in the solicitors’ room at the 
District Court, Inns quay, yesterday—Mr. 
E. H. Burne, Vice-President, in the chair. 

After a discussion which lasted two hours, 
our reporter was informed that, on the 
whole, the general principle of the Rules 
was regarded as satisfactory, but it was felt 
that certain difficulties of a minor nature 
were likely to arise when some of the Rules 
came into practical application. 

Several suggestions were made which, if 
carried into effect, would, it was believed, 
make smooth the operation of the Rules in 
the practice and procedure of: the District 
Courts. These suggestions will be laid before 
the officials who will be concerned in the 
administration of the Rules, and the assist- 
ance of these officials and of the District 
Justices will be sought in giving practical - 
solutions to such difficulties as might arise.

BETTER MARKET FOR 
RUBBERS. 


A dull tendency was. manifest in several 
sections of the London Stock Markets vester- 
day, while the volume of trading continued 
on an extremely small scale. here were, 
however, a few exceptions, and quotations 
went forward in no uncertain fashion in 
several instances. Tin Shares were not so 
active as has been the rule recently, but after 
opening rather weak a better tendency set in, 
and prices rallied, South African Mines also 
developed a weaker tendency.

experimental farm at Ottawa, also ripens ten 
days earlier than *‘ Marguis,” but yields a 
whiter flour. It has milling qualities equally 
good, and its heavier weight gives greater 
yields. Selected bushels grown at the ex- 
perimental farm have weighed as much as 
6Slb. The virtue of these new wheats is 
that by earlier ripening they can be grown 
in regions one hundred miles above the pre- 
sent grain belt, and will open to settlement 
and cultivation forty million acres of virgin 
land—an area twice the size of Ireland. .
